WHAT  IS  A LEADER? 


Some  vital  questions  concerning  one’s  re- 
ligious affiliation  were  asked  in  Sunday’s  clos- 
ing session  of  General  Conference,  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

Pres  David  O.  McKay  asked  that  thinking 
people  all  over  the  world  ask  themselves  these 
questions: 

1.  Is  your  religion  a vital  and  active  part  of 
your  life? 

2.  Does  it  nourish  hope,  sentiment,  love  and 
the  infinite  values  of  existence? 

3.  Does  it  balance  the  good  and  bad  of  life, 
emphasizing  the  need  to  “become  a new  man, 
(according  to  the  meaning  of  the  term  in  the 
New  Testament) . 

These  are  only  a few  of  the  questions  asked 
by  Pres.  McKay.  And  he  went  on  to  say,  “I 
pray  that  the  love  of  Christ  will  be  alive  in  us 
whatever  we  are  doing.”  Later  he  added,  “God 
bless  those  who  speak  evil  against  us  because 
they  do  not  know  us.” 

Love  was  expressed  by  him  for  his  many 
co-workers.  ~ 

LEARNING  TO  LEAD 

Many  who  heard  his  message  are  leaders  in 
their  respective  fields — whether  it  be  in  activi- 
ties of  the  Church,  or  in  business  and  social 
endeavors. 

Many  are  students  of  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity. 

Then,  too,  a great  many  were  listening  in  to 


learn  the  traits  and  ideals  of  those  who  are 
recognized  throughout  the  Church  as  leaders. 

This  includes  those  who  may  not  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints. 

But,  it  may  be  asked,  “How  does  this  apply 
to  the  BYU  student?” 

Webster  defines  a leader  as  one  who  “di- 
rects, or  guides  others.” 

Inasmuch  as  this  is  the  beginning  of  a new 
year  at  BYU — with  new  leaders  appointed  or 
elected  to  countless  positions  of  varying  re- 
sponsibilities— it  would  seem  the  questions 
posed  by  our  leader  Pres.  McKay  could  well  be 
asked  of  all  who  are,  or  hope  to  be,  leaders. 
THE  LEADER’S  CRITERION 

For  example,  might  we  not  ask: 

1.  Is  guiding  others,  actually  helping  them  to 
do  their  task,  a vital  and  active  part  of  my 
life? 

2.  Do  I nourish  hope,  sentiment,  love  and  the 
infinite  values  of  the  task  at  hand  into  those 
with  whom  I am  working? 

3.  Do  I balance  the  good  and  bad  of  the  job 
to  be  done — praising  where  it  is  due  and  con- 
structively criticizing  where  it  is  needed? 

4.  Do  I “recognize”  my  co-workers;  or  are 
they  “machines?” 

However  general  these  points  may  be,  and 
to  whatever  extent  it  may  afect  each  of  us  as 
the  ’58-59  year  dawns  at  BYU,  it  would  seem 
beneficial  to  give  them  some  thought.

The  largest  ski  run  on  the 
North  American  continent  will 
be  constructed  by  1962  on  Buck- 
ley  Mountain  located  east  of  Pro 
vo,  at  a cost  of  2 Y2  million 
are,  according  to  the  board  of 
directors. 

THE  RUN  will  consist  of  an 
8,000-foot  vertical  drop  from  the 
top  of  Buckley  Mountain  to  the 
bottom  of  Slate  Canyon.  First 
drop  is  3,000  feet  in  length  from 
Buckley  to  the  head  of  Slate  Can- 
yon and  the  other  drop  is  5,000 
feet  from  the  head  of  the  can- 
yon to  the  valley  floor. 

Feature  of  the  run  will  be  var- 
ied distances  from  10  to  23  miles 
in  length  from  the  top  of  Provo 
Peak.  These  will  be  from  two  to 
six  times  as  long  as  the  one  at 
Aspen,  Colo,  which  is  four  miles 
long  and  now  the  longest  on  the 
North  American  continent. 

An  additional  10  million  dol- 
ars  will  be  spent  on  future  de- 
veopments  in  the  next  20  years 
if  there  is  enough  call  for  it, 
according  to  the  board  of  di- 
rectors. On  top  of  the  moun- 
tain will  be  an  exclusive  din- 
ing and  dancing  area,  a picnic 
area  for  summer  use  and  other 
features  which  will  make  it  a 
year-around  attraction. 

During  a study  of  the  area  for 
the  past  eleven  years,  it  has  been 
proven  that  people  will  be  able 
to  ski  until  late  in  June.  This 
w£s  borne  out  by  the  depth  of 
snow  when  the  measurement  was 
taken.  On  April  4 of  this  year 
there  was  204  inches  of  snow. 

The  total  area  of  the  site  in- 
cludes 42  square  miles,  which  is 
bigger  than  the  next  ten  largest 
put  together.  With  the  future 
developments  it  is  estimated  that 
30,000  skiers  can  be  accommo 
dated  in  a single  day. 

Included  in  the  site  will  be  a 
fast  moving  enclosed  gondola  lift 
for  tourists  to  the  top  of  the  first 
range  of  mountains  and  will  be 


in  operation  every  day  of  the 
year  and  also  many  evenings. 

THE  BOARD  of  directors  con- 
sists of  many  nationally  known 
personnel,  among  them  are  Low- 
ell Thomas,  international  news 
commentator,  and  Jack  Sawyer 
doii-jof  International  Paper  Company. 
Also  on  the  board  are  three  of 
the  best  ski  professionals  in  the 
country.  Earl  Miller,  Provo  ski 
professional,  who  has  planned 
the  area  for  the  past  eleven 
years,  Peter  Estin,  Greenwich, 
Conn.,  presently  head  of  the  Su- 
garbrush ski  area  (one  of  the 
largest  ski  areas  in  the  East)  and 
Junior  Bounous,  present  director 
of  ski  school  at  Sugar  Bowl  in 
California.
